But a*spokesman for the ALP this week told 
The Mail the delegates “have been suspended, not 
expelled following minor irregularities in their 
election”. 


“At the State conference it was claimed that the 
Lalor election had been rigged, particularly postal 
voting and the 12 delegates were asked to leave the 
conference, 


This means Lalor will ‘not be represented at the 
conference until a new election is held. 


Senator John Button said there was evidence 
that the Lalor ballot had been rigged and influenced 
by corrupt practices: 


“If we as a conference condone that sort of 
behavior we will bring contempt on ourselves, We 
must ensure it never. happens again. 


“If we should fiot disqualify the delegates from 
Laor it would be a disgrace for the party,” he said. 


The issue was followed up with a move to 
abolish postal voting for Federal Electorate Assembly 
elections in the metropolitan area, 


Mr. Ken Williams, a delegate from the Miscel- 
taneous . Workers’ Union, said postal ballots lent | 
themselves to gross abuses and corrupt practices. 


He said a branch in his-electorate had sent 49 
postal votes out of a total membership of 52;

., In the existing licence 
these are all for 1000 
MW, that is, twice what 
they should be. 

This means that the 
planned 500Mw_ station 
could be run at a very 
much lower standard, or 
on more polluting fuels 
than natural gas, and still 
meet the licence speci- 
fications. 

Alternatively, another 
500MW unit could be 
added, and since the li- 
cences have already been 
subject to appeals, no 
further appeal could be 
made. 

Even though we regret 
the atmosphere of con- 
frontation over Newport, 
and the divisions which it 
has caused in the trade- 
union movement and, the 
community, we feel that 
we must give our support 
to the continuance of the 
bans on the Newport site.

The second national fuel economy run has been won by o Triumph 
2500, driven by Sydney drivers Eric Lane and Barry Cook. 
Second place went to a Datsun 1808, third to a Saab 99GL. 


The placings were deter- 
mined by a fuel efficiency 
formula designed to see 
which car made the best 
possible use ofits fuel. 


Before the event the As- 
sistant General Manager 
of TOTAL Australia Limit- 
ed, Mr. Frank Rushworth, 
had told drivers that fuel 
prices will start to rise al- 
most immediately. He said 
that the price of Aus- 
tralian crude oil will rise 
to world parity. This will 
mean that local crude oil 
will progressively triple in 
price. 

Class wins in the Total 
Oil Ecomomy Run were 
determined on a straight 
miles a gallon basis. 

- A clear Jeader in class A 
was the Datsun 120Y of 
Ken Harper/Roger Bon- 
homme, which returned an 





average of 45.25 miles a 


gallon over a demanding 
1800 km course. Condi- 
tions ranged from traffic- 
choked Sydney in peak 
hours to a brisk drive over 
the Southern Alps in 
NSW. 

The event finished in Mel- 
bourne. 

The organisers set a dif- 
ficult course to provide 
typical motoring -condi- 
tions. They believe the re- 
sults are so realistic they 
can be regarded as a na- 
tional standard of refer- 
ence,

eral interesting points for 
economy-minded motor- 
ists: 
@Cars_ with 
transmissions used an 
average of 4.9 miles per 
gallon, or-12 per cent. 
more fuel than manual 
cars.

@ The winning Triumph 
has overdrive trans- 
mission, giving six for-;
